Mr, Chairman, distinguished guests, my fellow Legionnaires, ladies and ;i 
gentlemen, this is my fourth formal speaking engagement in the past three days, || 
making the first of the year seem a little more remote, but I f m sure it still is j 
appropriate to bring you the best wishes of The American Legion for health, 
happiness and prosperity during the year on which we so recently have embarked. 

The American Legion enters into this new year with an abiding faith in the 
ability of this nation, under God, and of her people to accomplish any task to 
which we set our hearts and minds. Ours is a nation founded upon faith, and ours 
is a government of laws and not of men. 

The American Legion believes we must adhere to these ancient and basic pre- 
cepts if we are to continue to function effectively as a nation, both with regard to 

the conduct of ourjdoine$£ic~affai*^ of our destiny as a 

leader of the free world. 

One of the ten points of the Preamble of the Constitution of The American 
Legion is to maintain law and order which, in fact, is placed second among the 
objectives of The American Legion—second only to our pledge to uphold and defend 
the Constitution of the United States of America.

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whole-heartedly as did the vast majority of the student body at Berkeley. /

It has long been the contention of The American Legion that appearance of 
individuals with communist affiliations or leanings, before any student group, is 
both undesirable and dangerous.

To stand today, or any day, in opposition to the things which we have fought to 
preserve would be as ridiculous as are those charges themselves. 

The American Legion has, in fact, done as much as any single private

NEW RUSSIAN BAIT TO INCREASE TRADE 

A recent news dispatch from Moscow is very revealing 
^-and also a warning to the United States. 

This dispatch told how the new Russian Premier, 
Alexei N. Kosygiri, spoke to some 100 visiting American 
businessmen, pledging that the Kremlin would search 
for ways to increase trade with the United States and 
"solve all existing problems between our two countries/' 

The atmosphere was extremely friendly. Americans 
applauded Kosygin's remarks, visualizing an increased 
opportunity to trade with the Soviet empire. It was even 
indicated that the new Russian Premier had stated that 
the Russians were willing to make a token payment on 
its lend-lease debts. 

The question arises: why the sudden Soviet desire to 
pay its debts under Lend-Lease to the United States? 

In past years, Lend-Lease has been the subject of ex- 
tensive negotiations between the two countries. Accord- 
ing to available sources, the United States sent nearly 
$11 billion worth of military and civilian lend-lease 
goods to Russia during World War II. In later talks, the

True to 
form, the Chairman of this chapter denied that the Du 
Bois Clubs had any communist affiliation but stated that 
it was socialist in nature. He further stated that campus 
recognition of the Du Bois Clubs chapter was only part 
of a fight for freedom of speech, freedom of Communica- 
tion, freedom to disseminate ideas, freedom to organize, 
and freedom of assembly for all students whatever their 
political or social views. ^ 

lb aid the chapter gain campus recognition, 1 ^ the Du 
Bois Clubs sent Terence Hallinan, one of its national of- 
ficers, from the organization's headquarters in San Fran- 
-^cisco.to^the-campus.of-the^University-of-New-Mexico.— 
While there, he stated that the Du Bois Clubs had chap- 
ters on 14 campuses in the United States and only at the 
University of New Mexico had any trouble ensued. He 
denied that the Du Bois Clubs is a communist front 
group or that it is communist dominated. Hallinan "ech- 
oed" that the Du Bois Clubs consists of independent "or- 
ganizations" of young Americans with a socalist outlook. 

FBI Director J. JEdgar Hoover has, stated, that the Du^ 
Bois Clubs is "one of the most ambitious communist 
youth movements in years." Based on Mr. Hoover's state- 
ment that this organization is "communist spawned," 
Dean of Students Sherman E. Smith of the University of 
New Mexico denied recognition of the W. E. B. Du Bois 
Clubs of America on that campus. According to the 
"People's World" of December 5, 1964, "The New Mexi- 
co Lobo," a campus daily, said this in retaliation: . , . 
Should Mr. Hoover's statement be the criterion even if 
there is truth to what he has to say? We do not think so. 
Mr. Hoover has been proved wrong before in his labeling 
of organizations; we think that the only criterion should 
be the Attorney General's list of subversive organiza- 
tions. But, of course, acting (Attorney General) Nicholas 
Katzenbach will not even release this information so it 
may be used as a defense. Even if he did, and even if the 
W. E. B. Du Bois Clubs were listed as a subversive 
organization is no reason to deny it affiliation, with the 
university as a student group." 

Let's look at the facts. At a Party meeting, in October, 
1963, Gus Hall, General Secretary of the Communist 
Party, ordered the formation of a new Marxist youth or- 
ganization. In December, delegates were instructed to 
attend a conference in Chicago, at which plans were 
made for a national founding convention to be held in 
'June, 1964. The delegates to this convention, held in 
San Francisco, adopted the name of W. E. B. Du Bois 
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Clubs of America J^Jhe new Marxist youth organization 
and selected San Francisco as its headquarters.* ^ • * 

And why the name of W, E. B. Du Bois Clubs of 
America? It is named for Dr. W. E. B. Du Bois, Negro 
writer, .who, in 1961, at the age of 93 publicly joined the 
Communist Party although it was reported that he was 
a secret member for many years. At the time of his an- 
nounced affiliation with the Communist Party, he assert- 
ed that "Communism will triumph; I want to help bring 
that day." He further stated: "Capitalism cannot reform 
itself; it is doomed to self-destruction. No universal self- 
ishness can bring social good to all. Communism— the 
effort to give all men what they need and to ask of each 
the best they can contribute— this is the only way of 
human life." 

It has been reported by reliable sources that Com- 
munist Party members are active in the Du Bois Clubs 
organization. Evidence of this is an interesting item 



which appeared in the September 18, 1964, issue of 
"Spur," which claims to be the newsletter of the W, E. B. 
Du Bois Clubs of America. It was announced in this issue 
that Carl Bloice, national Publications Director and one 
of the two executives elected by the founding convention 
of the W. E. B. Du Bois Clubs, was on his way to the 
Soviet Union. "Spur" reported that he would participate 
^ .as .a.. delegate from the^Du Bois Clubs to the World 
Forum of Solidarity of Youth and -Students in the Fight 
for National Independence and Liberation and for Peace, 
It further stated 1 that this World Forum was sponsored 
by the World Federation of Democratic Youth and the 
Council or* Soviet Youth Organizations, The "Guide to 
Subversive Organizations and Publications" identifies 
the World Federation of Democratic Youth as being 
among international communist fronts functioning at the 
present time. 

It is also reliably reported that many sons and daugh- 
ters of leading Communist Party members are active in 
the Du Bois Clubs, that officials and members of other 
communist youth groups have been moved into the 
Du Bois Clubs, that Communist Party members are ask- 
ed to contribute funds for the Du Bois Clubs, and that 
printing equipment for a communist youth group has 
been turned over to the Du Bois Clubs. 

The Free Speech Movement, which has caused so 
.much havoc on the campus of the University of Cali- 
fornia in recent months, is basically made up of six 
groups, of which one is the W, E. B, Du Bois Clubs. 

Freedom is our most precious heritage. Every effort 
must be made to preserve it. We must also protect those 
who cherish freedom from those who resort to lies and 

deceit and who utilize that freedom to advance a system 
that would destroy it.

. „°* ^ e im P°rtance which The American Legion attaches to the maintenance of law and order, I think 

it is appropriate here to comment on The American- Legion's continuing support of Mr. J.. Edgar Hoover and the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation. It is particularly pertinent in the face of mounting criticism apparently aimed at 
discrediting the man and Uie organization which he was so instrumental in building to its present stature. 

Law enforcement agencies across the nation and throughout the world long have looked upon the F.B.L as a 
symbol of excellence, and The American Legion shares that viewpoint. 
/ However, for some mysterious reason it suddenly seems to have become fashionable to attack both Mr. Hoover 

tawK an ^ ^ e *k® agency which, more than any other single arm of government, has been instrumental in ■ exposing 

^Oy^and thus controlling the threat of the Communist Party *U.S.A. 

/ It seems that the American people would do well to demand an explanation of this often vitriolic assault upon 

the integrity of a man who has given his life to devoted public service, and upon the organization which has done 
so much to safeguard our basic freedoms ' from subversive elements in our midst. 

If I were to summarize the position of The American Legion relative to the F.B.L, I would borrow the Church - 
illian phrase: "Never have so jnany owed so much to so. few." 

Mr. Hoover and the F.B.I, need no defense by The American Legion, but if a vote of confidence or a simple 
expression of faith is in order, they have it from The American Legion. 

About two years ago; in a widely used by-line news story Mr. Hoover outlined the "Communist Party line," spell- 
ing out its objectives for various segments of society. As for youth, he had this to say: 

"The party expresses encouragement over what it detects as a gradual awakening of American youth to its social 
responsibilities as evidenced by increased participation in the struggle for Negro rights and academic freedom. How- 
ever, the party stresses the lack of employment opportunity for youths and calls for an end to 'the burden of military 
service.' 

'Because communism thrives on turmoil, the party is continuously attempting to exploit all grievances-real or 
imagined-for its own tactical purposes. It is, therefore, almost inevitable that, on many issues, the party line will coin- 
cide with the position of many non-communists." 

Note well that he mentioned increased participation in the struggle for academic freedom, then consider the 
developments, of the past few months on the campus of the University of California at Berkeley where the ill-con- 
ceived actions-of an organized handful of -students and non-students Jms brought unfavorable national publicity on 
a widely respe cted instit uti on o f academic excellence. ? 

Whether the cause in this instance was real or imagined seems still open to debate. The unfortunate fact remains 
that the resulting bad publicity reflects upon the institution and its student body as a whole even though the vast 
majority of the on-campus population had nothing to do with the demonstrations. 

Student rioting has for many years been commonplace in other countries, but not in the United States. The 
agitators in all too many instances, have been off-campus elements or over-age "students" planted by the- communist 
movement, and this has been particularly tr^ue of such incidents in Latin American countries. 

William Pitt once, said: "Where the law ends, there anarchy begins/' and from reports in the public press^ con- 
cerning this particular situation there seems to be substance behind Governor Brown's description of this incident as 
anarchy. 

For example, The Los Angeles Herald Examiner of Thursday, December 3, in its reporting of campus develop- 
ments said: -^eUnwersi^ 

ment) groups at designated spots on the campus. But students rejected a university stipulation that these activities 
must comply with the laws of the community and state." 

Is this what is involved in free speech— is this an element of academic freedom-for any group or individual to 
maintain that he is above and* beyond the law? I rather think not, and it would seem that those involved in this un- 
fortunate affair would substitute license for liberty. 

Perhaps more alarming than the University of California at Berkeley incident itself is the fact that the ringleaders 
of this movement now are moving on to other colleges and universities across the nation in the effort to gain support 
for their cause. We sincerely hope that administrators, faculties and student bodies of other institutions Which they 
visit may reject them just as wholeheartedly as did the vast majority of the student body at Berkeley. 

It has been well established ancl documented that there were associated with this incident persons identified as 
being sympathetic with the communist party and communist causes. 

University President Clark Kerr is quo.ted in the Chicago Tribune, of Sunday, December 6, 1964, as saying: "I am\ I 
sorry to say that some off-campus elements active in the demonstrations have been impressed with tjie tactics of Fidel 
Castro and Mao-Tse-Tung. There are very few of these, but there are some." 

It has long been the contention of The American Legion that appearance of individuals with communist affilia- 
tions or leanings, before any -student group, is both, undesirable and dangerous. Because of that position we have . been 
subjected to charges of abridging freedom of speech, of standing in opposition to academic freedom and, indeed, of 
being against education period. i . J *y C?€?(7 i

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Nothing could be farther from th. America's blessed freedoms are the^3ngs for which members of The . 

American Legion fought in three of America's wars. To stand today, or any day, in opposition to the things whiph we ^ 
have fought to preserve would be as ridiculous as are those charges themselves. 

The American Legion has, in fact, done as much as any single private organization in America to foster and pro- 
mote the cause of education, and for the benefit of those whose memories are short or who are uninformed, I would 
remind them that The American Legion was the prime mover behind the establishment of American Education Week 
some four decades ago, and remains as one of the co-sponsors of that event today, and we have fought the battle in 
the cause of adequate pay for our teachers that our youngsters might have the benefit of the best instruction available. 

As a result of both of these efforts I believe our education system is stronger today than it might otherwise have 
been. Millions of school patrons across the nation (more than thirty million in 1963, the last year for which totals 
have been made available to us) visit their schools during American Education Week. Such an outpouring of interested 
parents, meeting and conferring with school administrators and teachers cannot help but bring to light many situations 
which are in need of correction, and which cannot be corrected without the help of concerned patrons. 

When The American Legion advocates the banning of communist spokesmen from appearing before high school, 
college and university groups there arises from the pseudo-sophisticates and the super-intellectuals the outraged cry of 
suppression of free speech and curtailment of academic freedom. 

I think the recent events at the University of California at Berkeley are new evidence of the need for such a ban. 
Who is to deny that young minds are impressionable, and who would knowingly submit his own children to the teach- 
ings of a known communist or one who is thoroughly indoctrinated in communist ideology? 

Surely we are confident that the vast majority of American young people are not so gullible as to be taken in by 
such preachments. This was proved at Berkeley. Yet we know there are some who are susceptible, and this too was 
proved at Berkeley. Some 800 out of a total of 27,500 doesn't seem like much, but it is too many. 

The communists consider their effort worthwhile if they convert but a single student to their cause, and The Amer- 
ican Legion considers its preventive measures worthwhile if they are instrumental in circumventing the conversion of 
that one. 

It was Gus Hall himself, the general secretary of the Communist Party USA, who said the youth program of the 
party is so important that he or any other national leader would go anywhere to meet with young students even if but 
one student is met 

The American Legion does not stand in opposition to the teaching of the methods and the philosophy of commun- 
ism, therefore we are not interfering with academic freedoms. The American Legion specifically opposes the appear- 
ance of spokesmen for the communist conspiracy on tax-supported properties, thus using these facilities for sounding- 
boards for communist propaganda. There are all too many other forums and facilities available to red-oriented speakers. 
Thus we do not believe we are interfering with anybody's freedom of speech. We do say the American taxpayer has 
no legal or moral obligation to aid and abet a cause which is dedicated to the overthrow of our system of government 
and the destruction of the American way of life. * 

To those who oppose The American Legion's position in this matter I would suggest that they give due considera- 
tion to Hall's statement concerning the importance of the youth movement to the party. They are interested in but one 
if that one can do them some good. Now I ask you, if one is so important to the Communist Party U.S.A. — conversely, 
is it not as important to those of us who stand in opposition to communism to prevent that one from bein g drawn into 
-the communis^etP'I'thinkitrisrand l^vould^call upon all^AmeTica^Legionriaires to take" responsible action toward im- 
plementing our Convention Resolution No. 131, which is a consolidation of resolutions submitted by the Departments of 
Nevada, California and Maryland, and which deals with the appearance of communist speakers at high schools and 
universities. 

My subject tonight may not be exactly a popular one in the state of California, but it is a matter which cannot 
be ignored in view of the obvious effort to transplant the seeds which were sown here to other areas of the country. 

The American Legion believes that this free republic has been kept free by the acceptance of every American of 
the principle that ours is a government of laws duly adopted by the elected representatives of the citizens. 

The American Legion deplores and opposes the action of any groups or individuals who would try to dictate our way 
of life by taking the law into their own hands or by acting lawlessly. 

The American Legion believes that defiance of our laws and abusive actions against our peace officers amounts 
to anarchy and threatens the fundamentals of our constistutional government, our freedom and our rights as citizens. 

The American Legion believes all citizens, student or non-student, on-campus or off, are equally subject to die pro- 
visions of the law and entitled to equal justice under the law. 

The American Legion, again by Convention Resolution, calls upon all its members, and strongly urges all citizens 
and news media, to uphold and support our peace officers and all other duly constituted authorities charged with the 
enforcement of our laws at all levels of government. 

There remains, of course, the responsibility of those duly constituted authorities to be equally diligent, fair and 
impartial in their administration or discharge of the authority vested in them. 

There is no acceptable alternative to the maintenance of law and order in our society, and I would call upon all 
American Legionnaires, all parents, and our young adult population, the vast majority of whom are responsible young 
citizens, to exert their best efforts and influence to the maintenance of our system and to reject those influences which

We can, by concerted and responsible efforts, accomplish this objective, and I am confident that we shall.

ruption. Disappointed, the Cleveland Press complained 
that the meeting was 'dull/ In his opening remarks, Dr. 
Lumer praised the courage of those sponsoring the lec- 
ture. He strongly emphasized the- destructive nature of 
anti-Communism as practiced by the ultra-Right, and 
also by high government officials in Washington who 
continue to resort to such McCarthyite tactics. He then 
described the nature and fundamental characteristics 
of the two social systems now contending on the stage of 
contemporary history. His talk was followed by a ques-

Week" and was designed to agitate against United States 1 
activities in Vietnam. Due to the publicity which had been 
generated in Mexico City concerning the Vietnam situation, j^t 
was felt that 1;he ixewspaper reporters ivould stress that aspect 
during their interview.
